"Which of all tbe men you have 


seen in the senate in more than thir- 
ty yean, Mr. Murphy, did yon re- 
gard as the greatest ?" 


"That is too hard to answer. 


There is one thing I can say. As a 
debater in the senate I think I have 
never seen tbe equal or superior oi 
William Pitt Fessenden. Someone 
has called him the Prince Rupert of 
debate, and there was a clearness 
and evenness and ability in his 
quick and rapid speeches and inter- 
changes that made him to me one 
of the great characters of the English 
language in legislation. I do not 
think," said Mr. Murphy, "that I 
have ever seen a man of more intel- 
lectual force eierted at the right 
moment than Judah P. Benjamin, 
of Louisiana. He was rather a 
samll man, of a swarthy counte- 
nance and Jewish features. 
The 


grasp of his mind was almost in- 
stinctive. I have my doubts whether 
the south took away from the senate 
more of a man than he was, although 
Jefferson Davis was a man of amlily 
and a c-rtain high-toned inttnttity 
which, a* long as he stayed in the 
union, made him an object oi admi- 
ration. He was governed much by 
his personal feeling, however, and I 
may say the same of Senator Yulee, 
of Florida, who was a Hebrew, and 
most bitter, vindictive man. Clem- 
ent C. Clay, of Alabama, was a man 
of equal vbility, but of equal aori- 
moniousness. One of the greatest 
men I remember in the senate iroai 
the south was Badger, of North Car- 
olina. He belonged to the style of 
heavy-thinking, statesmanlike old 
men."
